SEEKS 51.447.000.000 RELIEF 


REMISSION HARRIS 
COUNTY TAXES SENT 
GOVERNIO'DANIEL 


AN ESTIMATED $3,500,000 


BE GIVEN STATE'S MOST 


POPULOUS COUNTY 


Board Nominee 


AUSTIN, April 27.—( 


—The house today sent to 
Governor W. Lee O'Daniel 
a bill remitting an estimat- 
ed $3,500,000 in State tax- 
es to Harris county (Hous- 
ton) Texas' most populous 
county, for flood control. 


The vote on final passage was 82 
to 53. 
A like bill was 
passed 


two years ago but vetoed by Gov- 
ernor James V. Allred. 


Sponsors voiced confidence Gov- 


ernor W. Lee O'Daniel would ap- 
prove It. 


Another senate bill passed by 


the house was one imposing rigid 
regulations on automobile travel 
bureaus. 
Opponents contended it 


would exterminate the travel agen- 
cies, which contention was .denied 
by proponents. Rep. B. T. Johnson 
of Fort Warth handled the bill in 
the lower chamber. 


"Johnson's sole purpose,' shouted 


Rep Abe Mays of Atlanta in the 
closing argument against the pro- 
posal, 'is to exterminate travel bu- 
reaus for the benefit of the large 
bus companies." 


An amendment by Mays assert- 


ing that nothing in the act should 
be construed 
as 
"exterminating 


travel bureaus" was defeated by 
two votes. 
- The Harris 
county 
proposal 


would remit half of the state ad- 
valorem taxes for the general fund 
collected in that county during the 
next ten years. Under present val- 
uations, that would 
amount 
to 


about 350,000 a year. 


An amendment to limit the re- 


mission to two years failed by 12 
votes. Enemies of the bill claimed 
Harris county was not ;as- deserv- 
ing of remission as then East Texas 
counties which contained 
large 


forest acreages yet the remission 
' proposal for those counties had 


been postponed until May 8.

April 27.—(/5P)—Texas 
oil fields will resume Saturday 
shutdowns May 1, 
In a new proratlon order, the 
railroad commission yesterday pre- 
scribed two Saturday closings In 
May and two In June, these in ad- 
dition to sutdowns on all Sundays 
and in those months. 
The Saturday shutdowns had bean 


lifted In April after a longi period 
of Saturday and Sunday restric- 
tion, but the commission, decided 
renewal of the double curb on pro- 
duction was necessary to meet con- 
sumption conditions. 
The state allowable for May, not 
considering shutdowns, was set at 
1,699,335 barrels daily, which com- 
pared with 1,698,396 on April 1 and 
1,720,666 April 14. 
Considering the shutdowns, the 
commission 
estimated 
average 
dally production would be 1,393,077 
barrels, which would be 13,023 less 
than the federal bureau of mines 
reported 
would 
be needed 
for 
Texas In May to meet demand. 
The basic dally allowable for 
June, after deductions for the shut- 
downs, was estimated at 1,402,868 
barrels. 
The Saturday closings will be In 
the first two weeks of each month. 
A number of fields were exempt- 


ed from the shutdowns because of 
water and other difficult operat- 
ing conditions, and the Rodessa 
field also was exempted because of 
its trl-state and drainage situation. 
Other Exemptions 
In addition to Rodessa, exemp- 
tions were Barbers Hill, Bollng, 
Goose Creek, Hammon Deep, Hlgn 
Island, Hitchcock, Old Hull, New 
Hull, Lochrldge, New Mykawa, Old 
Ocean, West Columbia, Charma- 
housea, Midway, Corsicana, Currle, 
Mexla, Powell, RIchland, Wortham, 
Wortham Shallow, Big Lake, Mc- 
Millan, World, Eaves, Garza, Hen- 
drlcka, Leek, Shearer, Taylor Link 
and Tobarg. 
, 
The exempted fields must, how- 
ever, cut back their allowables so 
production will be the equivalent 
of that had .they been shutdown.

RING BELIEVED TO 
HAVE USED MOTORS 


UNSOLVED HIT AND RUN 


CASE NOW BELIEVED TO 


HAVE BEEN MURDER 


PHILADELPHIA, April 27.—(/P) 


—Possibility that Philadelphia's In- 
surance-murder ring 
used 
more 


violent methods than poison came 
to light today with arrest of a 
widow whose husband was killed by 
a "hit-run" motorist. 


Detectives charged he wa* run 


over deliberately after being slug- 
ged with a lead pipe. 
They charged Mrs. Marie Woso- 


lyn, 41, with homicide in the death 
of her husband in January, 1936, 
Police had listed his death as an 
unsolved hit-run case, 
but 
they 


now contend he was murdered. 


William Connelly, chief of Phil- 


adelphia county detectives, said 
the widow collected $10,600 Insur- 
ance on Wosolyn's life. 


Altrough the usual method of 
the ring or Its "customers" was to 
poison victims slowly, Investiga- 
tors indicated other means were 
discussed. 
George Neumeyer, se- 


cret service agent, had testified two 
men accused as ringleaders pro- 
posed braining an intended victim 
with a sandbag. 


At the recent trial of Herman 


Petrlllo, convicted of first degree 
murder and facing the 
electric 


chair, Neumeyer testified Petrlllo 
had told him he could earn $500 
by 'bumping a guy off." 


Neumeyer, who stumbled on the 
poison plot 
while 
Investigating 


counterfeiting, said Petrlllo auggea-

AUSTIN, April 27.—(Spl.)—The 


greatest number of people were 
killed In motor traffic accidents in 
Texas in March under these con- 
ditions: 
The weather was clear. 
The road, concrete of asphalt, 


was straight and level and had no 
physical defects. 
Most of the drivers of cars in- 


volved In fatalities had been driv- 
ing more than 10 yean. 


Only four more fatal accidents 


occurred in darkness than in day- 
liglft. 
Most of the drivers were travel- 


ing "straight . ahead." 


But, 
tho Texas department of 


public safety's March compilation 
of 1,203 accidents shows, the driv- 
ers of 147 vehicles Involved in fa- 
talities were doing these things: 


Thirty-eight were driving too 


fast for conditions. 
Twenty were driving too near 


the center or on the wrong side. 


Four did not have the right of 


w.ay- 
Two wore passing on hills, 
One failed to signal or gave 


wrong signal. 


One disregarded a stop sign, an- 


other disregarded tho traffic con- 
trol signal. 


Ton were guilty of other types 


of Improper driving. 
' 


Seven were hit-and-run. There 


were 11 cases of undcscrlbcd or 
driverless cars in fatal crashes. 


Of those same drivers of 147 


death cars, 75 were reported "ap 
parently normal," while 27 had

DISCUSSES DITLER 


BELIEVED FOUR YEARS AGO 
FUEHRER WAS EARNESTLY 


DESIROUS OF PEACE 


LONDON, April 26.—(IP)—Many- 
titled Lord Lothian, Britain's am- 
bassador-designate to the United 
States who in 1935 regarded Adolf 
Hitler as "earnestly" desirous of 
peace, has decided Hitler's book, 
"Moin Kampf" shows the German 
Fuehrer's objective Is to remake 
"a largo part oC the world by 
force." 
Lord Lothian posed for photog- 
raphers this morning as a desk on 
which a copy of Hitler's book was 
conspicuous. 
His appointment yesterday to suc- 
ceed Sir Ronald Lindsay at Wash- 
ington "some time In the sum- 
mer" recalled a speech by Lord 
Lothian In the house of lords April 
13 in which he said he had read 
the first time an unexpurgated edi- 
tion of "Mein Kampf" ("My Strug- 
gle") during the Easter holidays. 
In that address, the peer said, 
among other things: 
"I believe we can count on being 
able to obtain from the United 
States facilities for bringing the 
enormous Industrial resources of 
that country behind the democ- 
racies to help In any way that is 
possible."

"Great loyalties and holy senti- 
ments ^cluster* about many altars 
and they should be respected.

The conference finds the church- 
es' foreign missionary work "In 
great need of special Inspiration 
and encouragement," the bishops 
said.

project, they 'admit 
that 


such use of the territory 
would greatly aid its de- 
velopment. Development of 
the natural riches of Alas- 
ka is retarded, they say, by 
lack of capital and' man- 
power, and "a settlement 
properly planned and based 
upon adequate financing" 
might develop new indus- 
tries and utilize resources 
now wasted.

dream." Regions elsewhere 
as forbidding and difficult

A discussion of culling,hens was 
given by Mrs. J. E. Stone, poultry 
demonstrator to a group of Corbet 
homo demonstration club women 
Tuesday afternoon, April 25, in 
the home of Mrs. Sam Tucker. 


Profits from the average farm 


poultry flock could be Increased 
if owners would study the birds 
and learn to tell good layers from 
poor ones. First the poultryman 
should become familiar with the 
things to look for In good layers 
and then the hens 
should 
bo 


studied until the layers can be dis- 
tinguished from slackers. Culling 
should start with day-old chicks, 
A sickly chick should not be al- 
lowed to remain in the .brooder 
house in order to "give 
it 
a 


chance." 
Pullets should be care- 


fully culled before housing in win- 
ter quarters, all immature birds 
culled, for health is essential if 
the hens are to produce eggs on a 
profitable basis. 
Some hens do not lay because 
they are not properly fed. Such 
things as improper feeding, poor 
housing, 
mites, 
lice, 
Intestinal 


worms, or lack of abundant shade 
and water may keep good hens 
from being good producers. 
Mrs. Slone continued by saying 
that no amount of feed will make 
a high producer of a hen that Is 
a typical low producer, and the 
rirst step in selecting good layers 
Is to be able to tell the hens that 


: are laying from those that fire 


Price 
out of production. The comb and 
wattles of a laying hen will be 
bright red, large, full and waxy, 
Tho eyes will be bright and a deep 
color which gives her an alert ap- 
pearance. The poor producer, or 
cull, usually has a long slender, 
snake-like head, dull, sunken eyes 
and coarse, meaty face. In a good 
layer the pelvic bones are spread 
wide apart and become soft, thin 
and pliable. The vent will be large, 
white and moist. The culls are 
those hens that have thick, stiff 
pelvic bones that are close to- 
gether, those that have a heavy 
layer of hard 
fat over the abdo- 


men, 
the vent will be small, puck- 


ered and dry.

DIRECTOR AT LARGE

BEAUMONT, April 25.— 


W3)—Marshall 
was chosen 


today as the 1940 conven- 
tion city of the East Texas 
Chamber of Commerce as 
the regional body elected 
F. D. Perkins of McKinney 
president to succeed Paul 
T. Sanderson of Trinity. 


The convention took a vigorous 
stand In opposition to new major 
tax proposals In Texas. 
The chamber resolved to place 
first emphasis In taxation on local 
government, encouraging co-oper- 
ation between officials and citizens 
and sponsoring 
local taxpayers' 
committees and urging strong bud- 
geting and auditing as a practical 
means In achieving efficiency and 
economy In government. 
Serious efforts to economize 
In 
the administration of state govern- 
ment was urged by the chamber In 
a resolution adopted unanimously 
by the delegates In the last day of 
the convention. 
"Wo offer in Justification of this 
stand," the resolution read, "the 
fact that In fiscal 1038 the state 
spent more than twice as much as 
in fiscal 1923, although the Income 
of Texas people In 1938 was less 
than In 1928." 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull's 
reciprocal trade agreements were 
endorsed and congress was asked 
to follow the polilces that "may 
be- reasonably calculated to permit 
a; greater flow of American com- 
modities, particularly the surpluses 
of farm products, Into world trade." 
Pink Boll Worm. 
Full co-operation of the cham- 
ber was pledged to state and fed-

cur. The most popular time to vac- 
cinate is when the chicks are from 
six to twelve weeks old. Tho vac- 
cination should be done in diy, 
warm weather, preferably t h e 
months of May,, June and July. 
Pox Is a disease which should be 
prevented, rather than be treated.

FISHING SEASON OPENS NEXT 
MONDAY AND SPORTSMEN MUST 


WATCH STATE, SPECIAL CODES 


AUSTIN, April 
28.—(Spl.)—Re- 


strictions prohibiting the catching 
of black bass and crapple and the 
use of artificial bait will be lifted 
Monday, May 1, opening day of 
the general fishing season. 


Thanks to recent action by the 


current Legislature, 24 counties In 
tho Panhandle that formerly had 
an April and May closed season 
and hence were forced to wait 
until June 1 to go flshin' will this 
year be able to Join the general ar- 
my of anglers on May 1. The local 
law providing the April and May 
closed season was repealed, and 
henceforth the March and April 
closed season called for by general 
law will prevail in the 24 counties, 
which Include Dallam, Sherman, 
Hansford, 
Ochiltree, 
Llpscomb, 


Hartley, Moore, Hutchlnson, Rob- 
erts, Hemphlll, 
Oldham, Potter, 


Carson, Gray, Armstrong, Wheeler, 
Deaf Smith, Randall, Donley, Par- 
mer, Castro, Swlsher, Brlscoe and 
Hall. 


Certain general laws defining li- 
cense requirements, bag 
limits, 


methods of taking fish, size limits, 
and other points, will be in effect 
during the open season, but 
in 
scores of cases fishermen also must 
be careful to obey special county 
fish laws, the game department 
warned. 


Watch County Laws. 


The special county lawp must be 


adhered to even though they ap-. 
pear to be In conflict with the 
general laws, It was pointed out. 
There are over 200 special applica- 
tions of county laws on fresh wa- 
ter fishing. Fish and game regula- 
tions are passed by the legislature. 


Digests of the fish laws may be 


obtained by fishermen from game 
wardens or at most sporting goods 
stores. 


All resident Texans fishing with 


artificial lures must have an arti- 
ficial lure license that costs $1.10. 
There are no exceptions to . this 
rule. 


Non-residents or-aliens must pur- 
chase a non-resident fishing license 
that costs $5, or may purchase 
a $1.10 five-day license, when fish- 
ing with any kind of halt. 


Sportsmen may fish 
In their 


counties of residence without a 
county resident fishing license, ex- 
cept In 22 counties in which tho 
universal hunting and fishing li- 
cense law Is In effect. 
The 22 


counties having this law are Ma- 
son, Menard, 
Kerr, 
Schlelgher, 


Crockett, Button, Klmble, Real, Ed- 
wards Blanco, Llano, Kendall, El 
Paso, Glllesple, Hudspeth, Culber- 


son, Val Verde, Kinney, Maverick, 
Terrell Browster and Harris. This 
resident fishing license costs 55 
cents. It is not required of resi- 
dents who are under 17 years of 
ago, or who fish on property they 
own or on which they reside, and 
neither Is It required of persons 
who have purchased an artificial 
lure license. 


Legal methods of taking fish are 


described In the general law as 
ordinary pole and 
line, 
set-line, 


trotllno, artificial bait, and seines 
and nets of not less than three Inch 
square mesh, and minnow seines 
not more than 20 feet long used 
for the purpose of taking minnows 
for bait. Seines or nets made of 
wire or other metallic substances 
may not bo used, and fish traps 
also are prohibited. Variations of 
this general law appear in many 
special county laws, however. 


The general law on size limits 
says Black Bass less than 11 in- 
ches and crapple less than 7 Inches 
in length may not be taken, but 
there are many 
expectlons 
on 


these and other fish 
in 
special 
county regulations. 


Sale of bass and crapple is pro- 


hibited b" a general law to which 
there are no exceptions. 
Other 


fish, haweyer, may bo sold In most 
counties, subject to a multitude of 
county laws. 


The bag limit as set out In the 
general law savs It will be Illegal to 
take In one day more than 15 bass, 
15 crapple, 35 bream, or an aggre- 
gate of more than 50 of these spe- 
cies; or to possess at any one time 
more than 30 bass, 30 crappie or 70 
bream. 


Bag Limits Vary. 
But this general law bag limit 


does not apply to 70 counties. A 
few of the latter have their own 
bag limits in effect, while most of 
them have no bag limits whatever, 
the fisherman being allowed to 
take away all fish he can catch. 


Many counties have special min- 


now laws In effect which tho fish- 
erman may consult with profit, the 
department warned. 


The Game Department's nine 
fish hatcheries, located at Dundee, 
Lake Dallas, San Angelo, Ingram, 
Tyler, Huntsvllle, Jasper, Olmito, 
and Sisco, placed over 3,000,000 fish 
of fingerling size In public places

DOROTHY THOMPSON FAV-

us out of the World war," 
Miss 
Thompson told the senate foreign 
relations committee In a hearing 
on neutrality proposals. 
She noted a'large part of thj 


world already is at war again. 
Previously, Paul Scharrenberg. 
representing the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, testified in opposi- 
tion to any change in the present, 
act. Ho read a statement approv- 
ed by President William Green of 
the AFL. 


"We do not believe this Is the 
time to make any changes in this 
law for any change might be In- 
terpreted as a change in our for- 
eign policy," the witness said. 
'Ralph Emerson, speaking for 
tho maritime unions of the CIO, 
asked the house foreign affairs 
committee, meanwhile, to write 
into any neutrality legislation some 
provision to protect American sea- 
men. 


Emerson 
said 
the 
CIO waa 
strongly In favor of an embargo 
on trade with Japan, that it was 
"sickening to our men to have to 
go through picket lines of little 
Chinese children and women and 
load scrap Iron for war." 


Dr. Charles C. Hyde, professor 


of international law at Columbia 
University, told tho house commit- 
tee there Was "no obllbatlon on 
the part of the United States not 
to penalize a nation that is dis- 
favored."

whether Hastings is convicted or 
not, Bracy said. 


Mrs. Schlett related that she 


had been intimate with the de- 
fendant "two or three times a 
month" since Juno, 1937.

"We are in accord with the hold- 
ing of the court of civil appeals 
to the effect the statutes Involved 


, do not authorize the commlssion- 
* cr of agriculture to fix minimum 
prices for citrus fruits," the su- 
preme court opinion stated, 
"We express no opinion as to 
the power of the legislature to con- 
fer such authority on the commla- 
j sloncr. It is not necessary in that 
case to decide that question." 


McDonald commented the opin- 
ion of tho court would have to be 
followed but he thought the leg- 
islature should take steps to see 
authority to fix minimum or cost 
of production prices 
was con- 
ferred.

government reorganiza- 


tion act, calls for transfer of the 
budget bureau from the treasury 
to the executive office. 
A new federal security agency 


would bo created, as well as a fed- 
ral works agency and a federal 
oan agency. 
The chief executive estimated 
he reorganization plan would re- 
tult in an annual saving of from 
il?,,000,000 to $20,000,000. Ho plac- 
id the present overhead of all 
he agencies concerned at about 
236,000,000. 
"Certain of theos economies can 


le brought about almost Immedi- 
ately," 
Mr. Roosevelt 
assorted. 
Others will require a palnstak- 
ng and gradual readjustment in 
he machinery and business prao- 
Ices of the government. 


Estimate Incomplete. 
"Any such estimate Is Incom- 
ilete, however, without reference 
o the 
corresponding 
savings 
which will follow In the states 
and cities throughout thd rccom- 
nended consolidation of the feder-

lency and convenience which will

This break with 
her tradition of voluntary service 
was designed as a warning to 
Italy and Oermany and an as- 
surance to Poland, Rumania and 
Greece that she Is prepared to 
back her guarantees of their inde- 
pendence by drastto measures.

My boy 
enters College next Winter, which, 
of course, makes him quite a bit 
younger than the other students 
in his class. However, he is six 
feet tall and he looks nearer to 17 
or. 18 years of age. My girl is 
a sophomore in high school, and 
she, too, is very tall. So you can 
see that I can understand Mrs. 
W's problem—although I wouldn't 
let It be a problem. But first let 
m» quote from her Utter: 


"My Betsy Is very 
attractive, 
and although she is only 13 years 
old, really looks and acts like a 
16-year-old. The boys walk home 
from school with her and her two 
girl friends, and stand around the 
front gate talking and laughing. 
Her girl friends are a little older 
than Betsy, and go to the movies 
and dances in the evening with 
these boys. Up to now I have not 
allowed Betsy to go,

HITLER AND PAUL HAD 


SAME IMPERIAL OBJECTIVE* 


Both Sought Conquest of Balkans and Eastern 


Europe — But With Different Purposes — 
Story of Christianity's Invasion of the West. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Two imperial projects: 
Hitler 
today looking from the west at 
what St. Paul envisaged from the 
east. 
Hitler wants the Ukraine and 
the 
Balkans, Including Turkey, 
with their rich natural and hu- 
man resources. He Is turning the 
world upside down to effect his 
ambitions. 
Paul, too, coveted the Balkans 


—he did his greatest work In 
what Is now Turkey—and east- 
ern Europe. 
His crossing over 


from Asia, which Is the theme of 
today's Lesson, has often been 
highly dramatized, as an epochal 
event surpassing Caesar's cross- 
ing of the Rubicon. I do not 
think that Paul himself had any 
such Asla-to-Europo notion; he 
was travelling within the con- 
fines of the Roman Empire, over 
Its roads and within its waters. 
In his heart, however, surged 
an Imperial dream, far greater 
than any of Hitler's imaginings. 
He sought to conquer the hearts 
of men for Christ. He envisaged 
an entire new order of society. 
What modern Christians, lightly 
sing about as "The world 
for 
Christ" was Paul's deepest 
life 
passion. To it he gave tongue 
and pen, body and spirit. For this 
he was ambitious. (Romans 15: 
2?). The Greatest Imperialism 


Alongside of Paul, Hitler Is but 
a piker, a small-time Imitator of 
a long line of temporary dlcta- 
tqrs and conquerors. For t h e 
transformed Pharisee of Tarsus 
and Jerusalem was adventuring 
a new world order; a changed 
life for all mankind; an Imper- 
ialism that enthroned Jesus Christ 
in. 
human 
hearts 
everywhere. 
Throughout this man's career he 
moved amidst the evidences of 
Rome's conquering might. 
The 


pomp and glory and power of the 
greatest human empire ever cre- 
ated were eonstantly .before his 
eyes; Yet Paul envisaged some- 
thing still greater: a kingdom of 
Qod established in the lives of 
converted men and women. He
